more. Stir up your Souls therefore to 
thankfulneſs, and teſtify your gratitude, 
not only by words, but deeds; not on- 
ly by the fruits of holineſs, but alfo 
by works of Charity and Mercy : 
Your labour ſhall not be loſt ; your 
colt not caſt away, for God will rc- 
ward you. Thus honour him, and he 
will honour you ; thus bleſs hing, and 
he will bleſs you; give him his 
praiſes duc on Earth, and he will 
give you immortal renown in Hea- 
yen. 


3. And in the laſt place, roour praiſcs 
tor Zericho's fall, let us add our prayers that 
it may riſe no more in our days, or in 
days of our poſterity. In order to this let us

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Articles of Faith 'as - neceſſary to Sab 
yation ; their abfolving ſome from law- 
ful Oaths and Vows, and obliging o- 
thers ro themſelves and their cauſe by 
Vows and Oaths unlawful. 7het the 
ab-ſeeing Kye, which beholds men in their 
wot ſecret afts, would dete&t their bar- 
harous Honucides, and private Murders, 
and hear the crics of that innokent 
Hood which hath been ſhed both for- 
merly and lately, tro enlarge the bor- 
ders of their Fericho ; a diſcovery of which 
would do the cauſe of God this Ser- 
yice, to take off the hearts of many from 
them, and to Icficn their ſtrength and num. 
ber amongſt us. -— And let us con- 
clude our prayers, as our Church hath 
taught us, --- That God would ſcatter our 
Enemies that delight in blood, infatuate 
md defeat their Counſels, aſwage their ma- 
lice and confound their devices, and ſlreng- 
then the hands of all that are in Authority 
with Judgment and Juſtice, to cut off all 
ſuch workers of iniquity, as turn Religion 
into Rebellion, and Faith into Faflion; that 
they 
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they may never prevail againſt us, or tri. 
umph in the Ruines of his Church among 
vs: That Babylon may never tread down 
Zion, nor Jericho boaſt her ſclfa Conque: 
ror over feruſalem ; but that we, being pre. 
ſerved in the true Religion, may all oy 
days ſerve him, and give him thanks in þis 
holy Congregation, through Feſus Chriſt an 
Lord. Amen.
